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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant first asserts that "[i]n contrast to 
Applicants' claimed invention including the limitations of 'differentiating . . . using a [] linK characteristic', the Puuskari reference teaches or 
suggests differentiating based upon a data characteristic [QoS]." Response, p. 14. Examiner, respectfully, disagrees that Puuskari fails to 
disclose "differentiating based on a link characteristic" simply because Puuskari uses QoS for the differentiation. In paragraph 1085 of the 
Specification, Applicants disclose "differentiat[ing] the PPP connection endpoints having the same IP address by using a characteristic of 
the connection (link), comprising Quality of Service" . Thus, Applicants have specifically included QoS as a "link characteristic." As such, 
Examiner maintains that Puuskari teaches "differentiating using a link characteristic." 

In addition, on page 15 of the Response, Applicant asserts that Puuskari "does not teach or suggest the claim limitations of PPP sessions 
in as complete detail as is contained in the claim." However, Examiner does not rely on Puuskari to teach the details of the PPP session. 
Rather, Examiner relies upon Applicants' admitted prior art to teach these limitations. As such, Examiner maintains that the combination of 
Applicants' admitted prior art and Puuskari teaches all of the limitations of the claim even though each reference might individually fail to 
disclose all limitations. 

In view of the foregoing, Examiner maintains that the claims are obvious in view of the cited prior art. 
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
